“TRUST  COMPANIES  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
regulations  made  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“Trust  Companies  Act,”  by  Order  in  Council  No. 
1  148,  approved  August  24th,  1921,  and  Order  in 
Council  No.  1377,  approved  November  15th,  1922, 
be  rescinded: 

And  that,  under  the  provisions  of  the  “Trust 
Companies  Act,”  chapter  61  of  the  “Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the  following 
regulations,  to  be  known  as  the  “  ‘  Trust  Companies 
Act  ’  Regulations,”  be  made:  — 

“  Trust  Companies  Act  ”  Regulations 

1.  ( 1 )  A  trust  company  which  applies  for  regis¬ 
tration  limited  to  the  business  specified  in  section 
33  (1)  of  the  Act  shall  pay  in  respect  of  such 
registration  a  fee  not  exceeding  $250  in  lieu  of  the 
fees  prescribed  by  clauses  2  and  3  of  Schedule  D 
of  the  Act,  and  a  fee  of  $10  in  lieu  of  the  fees 
prescribed  by  clause  5  of  said  Schedule  D. 

(2)  Every  trust  company  registered  in  pursu¬ 
ance  of  said  section  33  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  sections  30  and  47  of  the  Act. 

(3)  Every  trust  company  registered  in  pursu¬ 
ance  of  said  section  33  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  sections  62  and  63  of  the  Act,  subject 
to  the  following  conditions,  namely: — 

(a)  That  the  company  shall  file  with  the  Inspec¬ 
tor,  not  later  than  the  1st  day  of  April  in 
each  and  every  year,  a  report  made  up  to 
the  preceding  31st  day  of  December,  which 
shall  be  certified  by  the  president  or  some 
other  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  and  shall  state: — 

(i)  Particulars  of  the  cases  in  which  the 
company  is  acting  as  trustee  in  the  Province 
under  a  mortgage  or  charge  created  by  a 
company  to  secure  its  debentures: 

(ii)  The  amount  invested  by  the  com¬ 
pany  in  the  Province  out  of  its  own  funds; 
and 

(iii)  The  amount  invested  by  the  com¬ 
pany  in  the  Province  out  of  the  funds  held 
by  it  as  agent;  and 

(iv)  That  the  company  has  not  carried 
on  in  the  Province  any  business  other  than 
that  authorized  by  its  certificate  of  regis¬ 
tration: 

(6)  That  the  report  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
copy  of  the  company’s  last  annual  report 
prepared  for  the  information  of  the  share¬ 
holders. 

2.  All  deposits  made  by  trust  companies  under 
section  47  of  the  Act  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale: — 

(a)  Where  the  amount  of  moneys  held 
by  the  company  consisting  of 
money  received  on  deposit  within 
the  Province  and  money  received 
within  the  Province  in  trust  for  in¬ 
vestment,  together  with  all  prop¬ 
erty  or  estate,  real  or  personal,  held 
by  the  company  subject  to  any  trust 
or  by  virtue  of  any  office  accepted 
by  or  lawfully  imposed  upon  the 
company  within  the  Province  and 
included  in  the  objects  set  out  in 
Schedule  A  to  the  said  Act  does 
not  in  the  aggregate  exceed  in  value 


the  sum  of  $100,000 _  $25,000 

(h)  Where  such  aggregate  value  ex¬ 
ceeds  $100,000  but  does  not  exceed 
$200,000  -  50,000 

(c)  Where  such  aggregate  value  ex¬ 
ceeds  $200,000  but  does  not  exceed 
$300,000  -  75,000 
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( d )  Where  such  aggregate  value  ex¬ 
ceeds  $300,000  but  does  not  exceed 
$400,000  _ _ _  100,000 


(e)  Where  such  aggregate  value  ex¬ 
ceeds  $400,000  but  does  not  exceed 
$500,000  _  125,000 

(/)  Where  such  aggregate  value  ex¬ 
ceeds  $500,000  but  does  not  exceed 
$750,000  _  150,000 

(g)  Where  such  aggregate  value  ex¬ 

ceeds  $750,000  but  does  not  exceed 
$1,000,000  _  175,000 

(h)  Where  such  aggregate  value  ex¬ 
ceeds  $1,000,000  _  200,000 


Provided  that  no  property  or  estate  held  by  a 
company  solely  in  its  capacity  of  trustee  under  any 
mortgage  created  by  an  incorporated  company  to 
secure  its  bonds  or  debentures  shall  be  taken  into 
account  in  any  case  in  determining  the  aggregate 
value  for  purposes  of  this  section.

A  new  trial  shall  not  be  granted  on  the 
ground  of  misdirection  or  of  the  improper  admission 
or  rejection  of  evidence,  or  because  the  verdict  of 
the  jury  was  not  taken  upon  a  question  which  the 
Judge  at  the  trial  was  not  asked  to  leave  to  them, 
unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court  some  substantial 
wrong  or  miscarriage  has  been  thereby  occasioned;

miscarriage  affects  part  only  of  the  matter  in

“GAME  ACT” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  135,  “Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  the  Regulations  Controlling  the  Use  of 
Aircraft  and  Certain  Motor-vehicles  in  Hunting 
and  Fishing,  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  2632, 
approved  November  21st,  1950,  be  rescinded,  and 
the  following  regulations  substituted  therefor: — 

Regulations  Controlling  the  Use  of  Aircraft 
and  Certmn  Motor-vehicles  in  Hunting 
and  Fishing 

1.  No  person  shall  operate  any  aircraft  for 
hunting  or  trapping  purposes,  or  the  purpose  of 
angling,  without  first  having  obtained  a  permit 
therefor  from  the  Game  Commission. 

2.  (a)  No  person  shall  carry  any  firearm,  trap, 
or  fishing-tackle  in  any  aircraft  without  first  taking 
out  a  licence  under  the  “Game  Act”  in  that  behalf; 
provided  that  this  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  a 
firearm  being  carried  in  any  aircraft  for  emergency 
purposes,  but  such  exception  shall  not  apply  unless 
each  firearm  so  carried  has  been  first  sealed  with 
a  seal,  and  in  a  manner  approved  by  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Game  Commission  or  its 
authorized  agent. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  clause  (a)  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  where  firearms,  traps,  or  fishing- 
tackle  are  being  transported  in  a  regularly  operated 
aircraft  belonging  to  an  established  commercial 
air  line  operating  on  scheduled  flights. 

3.  The  hunting  of  game  from  any  aircraft  or  any 
four-wheel  drive  motor-vehicle  or  motor-vehicle 
equipped  with  a  caterpillar  or  track  tread,  whether 
in  motion  or  otherwise,  is  prohibited;  provided 
that  this  prohibition  shall  in  no  way  limit  the  me 
of  said  motor-vehicle  when  same  is  being  used  ror 
transportation  purposes  only. 

4.  No  person  shall  hunt  any  predatory  animal 
from  any  aircraft  without  first  having  obtained  a 
permit  therefor  from  the  Game  Commission. 

5.  No  person  shall  fly  or  pilot  any  aircraft, 
except  an  aircraft  of  a  commercial  air  line,  on  any 
hunting,  trapping,  or  fishing  expedition,  unless 
said  person  (a)  submits  a  report  before  any  such 
flight,  ( b )  submits  a  report  upon  return  from  such 
flight  to,  and  on  a  form  or  forms  supplied  and 
approved  by,  and  under  conditions  laid  down  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Game  Commission. 

6.  No  person  shall  use  any  aircraft  in  locating, 
spotting,  sighting,  or  searching  for  game  for  the 
purpose  of  directing  or  assisting  any  other  person 
to  destroy  or  capture  the  game. 

7.  No  person  shall  use  any  aircraft  or  four- 
wheel  drive  motor-vehicle  or  any  motor-vehicle 
equipped  with  a  caterpillar  or  track  tread  for  the 
purpose  of  distributing  bait  of  any  kind  for  the 
subsequent  capture  or  destruction  of  any  game. 

8.  The  Game  Commission  may  define  any  area 
of  land  in  the  Province  to  be  termed  “Wild-life 
Wilderness  Area  ”  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
game  and  fish  therein,  and  when  so  defined  no 
person  without  a  permit  from  the  Game  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  land  any  aircraft  therein  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  himself  or  any  of  the  passengers  in  the 
aircraft  to  hunt  or  fish  in  the  area  so  defined. 

9.  Where  any  person  commits  an  offence  against, 
or  violates  any  provisions  of,  these  regulations 
while  in  any  aircraft  or  four-wheel  drive  motor-

vehicle  or  any  motor-vehicle  equipped  with  a 
caterpillar  or  track  tread,  and  the  actual  offender 
has  not  been  ascertained  and  prosecuted  therefor, 
the  person  in  control  of  the  aircraft  or  motor- 
vehicle  at  the  time  of  the  offence  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  offence  or  violation,  and  may 
be  prosecuted  therefor  as  the  offender;  but  nothing 
in  this  regulation  shall  relieve  the  actual  offender 
from  liability  for  the  offence  or  violation. 

10.  Any  person  who,  when  requested  to  do  so 
by  any  Game  Warden  or  constable,  refuses  to 
allow  himself  or  the  aircraft  under  his  charge  to 
be  searched  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
these  regulations.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.
